THE FRENCH COLONY AND CHINA. 
ePEucH BY THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL 


In opening the entumn session of the Consei- 
Superieure’ of -Indo-Chins. last month, the 
Governor-General delivered a lengthy oration 
which oocnpies eight pages of L'Aventr au 
| Tonkin, whose pages are tho sise of our own. 
Raferriny to the foreign relations of the Colony, 
his Excellency ssid in regard to China thatthe 
mutual steps taken in diverse ciroumstances by. 
the French ond Chinese authorities for the 
repression of brigandage and pirsey on the 
frontier, inevitable in those regions, attested the 
cordiality of the relations of the Indo-China 
Administration with the officials: represcnting 
the Imporis! Government. This ‘enfente was 
all tho more appreciable because the transforma- 
tions commenced in China could with 
difficulty be acoompliahed without Indo-China 
experiencing ~ the: repercession om sosount 
of its ‘proximity. Moroover, the agitation 
in Yunnan’ and the Two Ewangs, and 
the fact that formal orders of the Central 
Government wore not always sufficient to sup- 
press it, necessitated continued surveillance on 
ths part of the Colony, Faithful observers of 
the line of conduct pursued by the Colony in 
socordauce with the instructions of the Govern- 
ment pf the Republic, and the sentiment of the 
Colony's own intoroste, they had loyally carried 
out a policy which preserved Indo-China from 
foreign complications. ‘They sdhered to these 
piths: to wesure the protection and defence of 
the Sino-Annamite frontiar; to provont in their 
relationa with tho Empire all cause of conflict 
of. mature to antagoniss Chinoso opiaion, 
cosasionslly deseived by new ten leucies, ond 
if possible, to render it more favourable; to 

ocure for the Chinese resident in Indo.

__ In the year 1904 at Anpelohin, Toyen Prov- 
ines, Formora, tho Govornmont Experimental 
Plont of tea manufacture was established with 
tho intention of reducing the manufacturing | 
cost of Oolong tes by introducing machinery 
in the place of hand labour. 
periments have beon unsaccessful, and the plant 
proved to be a failure, : 

Meanwhile, ss the aborigines have beon

Japanese promoters happened to 
make the first offer to atart the business if as- 
sured of government assistance until the infant 
industry could stand alone, ‘The company avreed 
to plant Congon tes trees on more than 12,500 
sores of ‘this monntain land and manufacture 
Congou tea which could be marketed in Russia. 

The government o ‘nsidered the matter care- 
fally, avd finally the free disposal of Anpeiohin 
Experimental Plant and the snbsidy of 6 per 
cent. interest for five yours f-r the capital in- 
yested for tho. cultivation and mannfactaro of 
Cangoe, tea wero granted to tho promoters. 

The protection thns given to the Formosa
